PREFACE. 



This work is prepared as a Text-Book illustrating the upplication of the prin. 
ciples of Phonography applied to reporting. The new abbreviations occurring in 
each reading lesson, are tabulated at ihe head of the lessoii, for convenience of 
reference and for thoro memorizing. 

The pupil should first read the lesson and practise copying it slowly in 
shorthand, then transcribe the notes into longhand and have some one read his 
transcript to him as rapidly as he can write it correctly in phonography, in turn 
reading back what he has written, which practise will perfect him for verbatim 
reporting. 

The difference between this and any other Reader belonging to the American 
Standard Series of Phonographic Reading Books, will be in the style of literature 
employed. This Reader is particularly fitted for the beginner in the art, as the 
language used is of a simple and colloquial style. 

Scott-Brownb's Text-Book of Phonography, which is to be mastered before 
this work is taken up, is prepared for private and for school instruction, and with 
this Reader to follow it, the key to which is already used ia about twenty thousand 
schools in America, will aid to the adoption of phonography as either an optional 
or compulsory study in the public schools, so soon as the American Standard 
Series ot Text-Books have been brought to the attention of school boards and a 
demand for phonc^raphic instruction is made, as it will be sooner or later.
